| Enough water to supply an ad- 
itional population of several 
Hhousand is today coming from 
the new city well on Sixth ave- 
nue. An official test of the ma- 
hinery was being made this af- 
ernoon. 

After weeks of drilling and in- 
Btallation of machinery, water 
came Wednesday noon at the rate 
pf 160 miner’s inches a minute. 

Contract for the construction of 

pump house and reservoir was 
het at a special city council meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon to Pitt- 

an & Hippensteel of San Ber- 
Inardino on a bid of $5721. Work 
pn this equipment was started this 
morning. 

This well to the city means that 

pland has an abundant supply of 

ater and that in a normal growth 
it will be five years before addi- 
ional sources will be necessary, 
according to Richard G. Manley, 
city engineer. 

The new well doubles the pres- 
lent supply in the city, according to 
Mr. Manley, who interpreted the 
460 miner's inches in terms of gal- 
ons as the same as 1340 gallons 
per minute. 

Previous to the new well com- 
ing in, the water condition here 
was critical, but with the new 
well, Upland’s population will be 
doubled before that same critical 
condition is reached, the city of- 
ficial explained. 

“But it might be disastrous if 
the water supply was in the con- 
dition it was this

Drivers Subject to 
Arrest if License 
Dates Back of 1927

Says Chief Sawyer of the Up- 
land police department: 

“Aug. 14, by order of Frank 
G. Snook, chief division of mo- 
tor vehicles, all operators’ li- 
censes issued prior to Jan. 1, 
1927, were cancelled. This 
means that every motorist in 
the state of California whose 
license is dated 1926, or before, 
now has no legal right to drive. 
Every such motorist is subject 
to arrest at any time and may 
be penalized by a maximum fine 
of $500 or six months in the 
county jail, or both.” 


The division estimates there 
are a great many motorists now 
driving with cancelled licenses. 
Look at your operator’s card! 
If it is dated 1926, or before, go 
directly to the division of motor 
vehicles, or nearest police sta- 
tion and renew your license free. 
Go now while there is no pen- 
alty, don’t wait to be arrested 
and fined. 


The law prescribes that every 
operator of a motor vehicle must 
have an operator’s license.

WATER 
| By Geo. L. Winter 


When we try to visit a picture 
of Southern California 25 years 
from now we are sure to see 
| things that will cause us to won- 
der if we are dreaming. 

Using as a basis for our vision 
ithe changes that the past fifteen 
years have wrought in material 
development, we are not entirely 
wrong if we anticipate a progres- 
sive development almost as great 
in the next 15 years. 

This applies especially to the 
construction of roads, industrial 
plants, business and office build- 
ings and homes made necessary by 
the increase in population. 

Farm acres for cultivation un- 
der irrigation have not increased 
during the past 15 years nearly as 
rapidly. The reason for this is 
that in most lines we were pro- 
ducing aS much or more than 
! could be marketed at a profit. 
| The next 15 years will slow up 
farm acre development even more 
for the added reason expressed in 
one word—water.

iently high grades will have to 
take entrance examinations at the 
university or college they enter.” 


Policy Given 


| In the manual issued by Chaffey 
, junior college the following state- 
ment occurs: “Students who plan 
| to continue their university courses 
should select, not later than the 
beginning of the Freshman year, 
the university from which they 
hope to obtain a degree and should 
then elect in the junior college 
those courses conforming most 
closely to the curriculum prescrib- 
{ed in this higher institution. This 
is very important if the student 
expects to complete his junior col- 
lege course and his upper division 
course in the university in 
years. 





Vocational courses do not 
credit toward graduation 
{from the university. “There is an 
occasional exception to this rule; 
but no student should expect col- 
lege or university credit for a vo- 
cational course unless he knows 
definitely that it will be accepted 
by the institution in question.”
